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Medicaid Updates

Clarification to Provider Reenrollment in the April 2003

Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIPAA) Article
The provider reenrollment referred to in the April 2003 bulletin
(B0300155) does not mean that providers who are currently enrolled in
the Colorado Medicaid Program will have to reenroll.
The “reenrollment” process affects Colorado Medicaid electronic claim
submission. Electronic submitters will have to complete new Electronic
Data Interchange (EDI) enrollment forms. The revised forms will contain
the new HIPAA requirements. The new EDI enrollment documents
include:
» The EDI Provider/Submitter Enrollment Form, and
» A Trading Partner Agreement for the submission of electronic transactions.

The revised documents will be available to providers and the electronic
submitter communities by the end of July 2003. All affected providers
and submitters will need to complete, sign and return the new forms by
October 16, 2003.
